The total represented a cut 
of $33,987,000, or about 74 per 
cent, from recommendations of 
President Eisenhower for this 
program. Last year Congress 
voted $423,168,600 for such 
projects. 

In addition to funds for the 
various flood control, rivers, | 
harbors and multiple-purpose 
projects, the bill provides $15,- 
203,000 for the Panama Canal; 
$5,445,700 for cemeterial ex- 
penses, and $5,134,000 for the 
United States Soldiers Home. 

The bill's total is $430,983.- 
700, or $34,176,300 below bud- 
get recommendations and $10,- 
609,900 under last year’s appro- 
priation, 

The committee approved re- 
sumption of construction of Ta- 
ble Rock dam on the White river 
near the Arkansas - Missouri 
boundary, within certain limita- 
tions. It likewise approved use 
by the engineers of $2,349,500 
in construction funds for the 
project which had been im- 
pounded. 

Similar action must be taken 
by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

In agreeing to release the im- 
|pounded funds and resumption 
of construction, the House com- 
mittee imposed two limitations. 

One limitation was that the 
House Public Works Committee 
approve the revised project be- 
fore actual work is begun. The 
second limitation was that al- 
locations of costs and annual 
charges as presented to the com- 
mittee by the engineers be fol- 
lowed “to set power rates for 


marketing the energy to be gen- 
erated on this project.” 

The committee did not allow 
| any, funds for three projects 
recommended in the President’s 
budget. These are Dillon Reser- 
voir, a flood control project in 
Ohio for which the budget pro- 
posed $2,000,000; Redwood City 
harbor, a California navigation 
project for which the budget 
sought $1,000,000, and Kawainui

“Foreign Ministers may apply the | 
following sanctions: 

“Recall of chiefs of diplo- 
matic missions; partial or com- 
plete interruption of economic 
or consular reiations; partial or 
complete interruption of eco- 
nomic relations or of rail, sea, 
air, postal, telegraphic, tele- 
phonic, and radio telephonic or 
radiotelegraphic com m unica- 
tions; and use of armed force.” 


All of the sanctions are bind- 
ing on the signatory nations, 
whether their Foreign Ministers 
vote for them or not—with the 
exception of the use of armed 
force. Each nation may decide 
for itself whether to comply with 
a recommendation by the For- 
eign Ministers that sanctions of 
armed force be applied. 

The Rio pact has been in- 
voked twice to settle disputes 
between American republics and 
both times has succeeded. 


The first was in 1948, in a 
border dispute between Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua. The sec- 
ond was in 1951 in a dispute 
between the Dominican Repub- 
lic on the one hand and Haiti, 
Cuba and Guatemala on the 
other. In neither instance was 
a consultation of foreign min- 
isters called. 

After complaint was made to 
the Organization of American 
States Council in Washington, 
committees of inquiry were ap- 
pointed. These committees were 
able to achieve a settlement by 
factual presentation and recom- 
mendations, 


Case of Guatemala. 


The problem of Communism 
in Guatemala is considerably 
more complicated than a border 
dispute. No one seriously thinks 
a committee of inquiry could 
succeed in breaking the hold of 
Communists on the Guatemalan 
government by presentation of 
facts and reasonable arguments. 

Furthermore, it is not easy 
to see how economic sanctions 
could be used to overturn the 


Arbenz government without cre- 
ating bitter feelings among the 
people of Guatemala who might 
suffer thereby. 

What obviously is the hope of 
American policy is that pressure 
from outside Guatemala will 
hearten enemies of the Arbenz 
regime inside that nation, and a 
change of government will fol- 
low. Sanctions are thought of as 
a last resort. 

It is most important that col- 
lective action against Guate- 
malan Communism be as nearly 
unanimous as possible. 

The weakness of any interna- 
tional organization, and specifi- 
cally this one, in a world of 
rampant national sovereignty, 
was never more clearly illus- 
trated than at yesterday’s ses-

Game Official Cites Alarm- 
ing Loss of Fowl-Produc- 
ing Areas in U.S. 


' The “duck factory” area in 
the United States is being re- 
duced at an alarming rate an- 
nually as a result of drainage, 
Claude _R, _Alexander of Jeffer- 


son City, federal game manage- 
ment agent, said here last night. 

Alexander, addressing the 
Missouri Duck Hunters Associa- 
tion at its annual meeting at 
Hotel DeSoto, declared that 32,- 
500 potholes, which serve as 
nesting aréas for ducks, are be- 
ing.lost yearly in the Dakotas 
and Minnesota. 


“This loss amounts to 2 per 
cent of the duck-producing land 


‘In the United States.” he said. 


“It is equivalent to 1000 square 
miles of wildfowl breeding ter- 
ritory.” 
Contradictory Policies. 
Alexander said that, speaking 
as an individual rather than as 


a representative of the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, he was unable to understand 
how one department of the Gov- 
ernment could subsidize projects 
to drain the land while another 
department seeks to _ restore 
water to the drained areas. 

He observed it seemed incon- 
sistent to drain lands for agri- 
cultural purposes while a sur- 
plus of crops existed. His re- 
mark drew applause from the 
several hundred duck hunters 
at the dinner. 

Despite complaints that wild- 
fowl are slaughtered in Canada 
and Mexico, studies show that 
78 per cent of the annual water- 


fowl kill occurs in this country, 
Alexander said. 


“Commercial hunting has been 
brought almost to a ¢omplete 
stop in Mexico,” he added. ““The 
authorities there are working 
hand in hand with us to protect 
the ducks.” 


He said a constantly increas- 
ing supply of wildfowl with a 
decreasing amount of natural 
habitat will result in larger con- 
centrations of wild geese and 
ducks in small areas. 


Answers Complaint. 

In answer to Mississippi fly- 
way hunters who complained 
they were allowed to take only 
four ducks daily last year in 
comparison with five permitted 
in the Central flyway, Alexander 


cited figures showing the num- 
ber of birds was greater and 
hunting pressure less in the 
Central flyway.

DISCUSSES FREEDOM 
THREATS IN SCHOOLS 


Willard E. Goslin Urges 
Teaching of Ideas of 
Nation’s Great Men. 


Communism and_ so-called 
“McCarthyism” are threats to 
American freedom which schools 
should counteract by giving stu- 
dents a firm grounding in ideas 
of the nation’s great men, Wil- 
lard E. Goslin of George Pea- 
body College said here last night.

If the Know-Nothings Win 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The melodramatic and opinionated 
presentation of the news by the ma- 
jority of the American press does 
little credit to our country and its 
citizens, 

The deplorable exhibition of vio- 
lence in the House of Representa- 
tives was shocking enough without 
blaming it on a Communist plot to 
overthrow the republic, as some 
newspapers did. Obviously the press 
has embraced Senator McCarthy to 
the point where it will attempt any- 
thing to justify its support of his past 
and present activities. 


Some time ago, the Administra- 
tion and Chairman Young of the Civil 
Service Commission bluntly stated 
that 2427 government employes were 
fired as security risks. The press 
gave this handsome figure front page 
publicity, with all of McCarthy’s 
charges being hashed over again in 
bold type. This was obviously done 
to make it appear that McCarthy was 
justified in stating that the Truman 
Administration was “coddling Com- 
munists.” 


Then Chairman Young was called 
before the Senate Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee to give an 
accounting of the 2427 so-called se- 
curity risks. He hedged but finally 
admitted that only 383 of thesé were 
actually loyalty cases. 


Chairman Young was then ques- 
tioned about the so-called 383 loy- 
alty risks, and here it was found 
that each of them “had something 
of a subversive nature in their files.”’ 
Questioned still further, he then said 
that he wasn’t sure that any of these 
was actually fired for that reason. 
And to add a final bit of irony, 
Young went on to say that he wasn’t 
sure any were actually disloyal. 

This news item was conveniently 
buried in the press, and in some 
cases it wasn't even mentioned. All 
of this made it appear as if the Tru- 
man Administration had actually 
“coddled” 2427 Communists, and 
that Senator McCarthy was right 
after all. 


This obvious opinionating and 
slanting of the news actually en- 
courages Senator McCarthy and his 
Committee of Inquisition. It also 
encourages the other two congres- 
sional Committees of Inquisition, 

Abraham Lincoln made this 
thought-provoking comment in a let- 
ter to Joshua Speed on August 24, 
1855: “When the Know-Nothings get 
control, I shall prefer emigrating to 
some country where they make no 
pretense of loving liberty—tto Russia, 
for instance, where despotism can be 
taken pure, and without the base 
alloy of hypocrisy.”

On Some Monday in May? 


Few decisions in Supreme Court history will 
require more careful application than the de- 
cision, yet to be announced, in the public school 
segregation case. Some Monday morning in 
May is considered a possible time for the court 
to announce its verdict. 

Have the public school systems in the 17 
states which practice segregation, and more spe- 
cifically those in St. Louis and in Missouri, pre- 
pared themselves for what the court may order? 

A New York Times dispatch says plainly that 
the school segregation case is “the most im- 
portant issue involving racial relations it (the 
court) has faced in 97 years.” Yet if the court 
were to decide next week that segregation was 
unlawful, under the Fourteenth Amendment, this 
would come to most school systems as a bolt 
from the blue. 

Nobody can say what the court may decide. 
It might cling to the old theory of “separate 
but equal” school facilities for Americans of 
different race. It might declare segregation un- 
lawful forthwith. Or it might urge some kind 
of gradual retreat from segregation. 

Whatever the decision, the school systems in 
Missouri should be prepared to meet the con- 
sequences. Studies should be made of the back- 
ground of segregation. Research should be done 
on ways to reduce the prejudices which created 
segregation. 

Above all, constructive plans should be made 
soon to bring students of all races into the 
same schools, if that is what the court orders. 

Delay in making these plans could leave the 
school systems helpless at a time when a way 
of community life hangs in the balance. And 
there is no reason for helplessness. The field 
of human relations is not an unknown depth. 
It has been plumbed repeatedly, and there is 
a body of tested knowledge on how to improve 
community relations when changes come. 

As a preliminary example of what can be 
done, Carl T. Rowan has written a comprehen- 
sive and understanding series of articles on the 
segregation issue for the Minneapolis Morning 
Tribune. Reporter Rowan deals with the per- 
sons, places and issues. He points to the progress 
which is possible if only men have the reason 
and good will to reach for it. Reprints of these 
thoughtful articles are now being distributed in 
pamphlet form by the Urban League. 

Public schools face a great responsibility. 
Race barriers are a responsibility for them 
whatever the Supreme Court may decide. Will 
Missourt’s educators be prepared to do what 
the court orders, in a way that is good for all 
students and citizens of this state? 

The time to begin to answer this question 
is right now.

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Advance of the Earnings Tax Bill 

The State Senate’s approval of continuation 
of the St. Louis earnings tax was foreshadowed 
by the 18-to-11 defeat of the Crain amendment. 
Proposed by Senator Hartwell .G. Crain, St. 
Louis county Republican, this would have ex- 
empted non-residents. Adoption of the same 
amendment by a 17-to-7 vote in the regular ses- 
sion prevented passage of the legislation at that 
time. Most significantly the 18 votes now mar- 
shalled against the Crain restriction are just 
enough to pass the authorization bill. 

Senator Michael Kinney, St. Louis Democrat, 
conducting the campaign for the bill, ran into 
more trouble with an amendment proposed by 
Senator Robert Pentland, another St. Louis Dem- 
ocrat. This called for an individual exemption of 
$600 a year, plus another $600 for each depend- 
ent. Jt was turned back only by the tight vote 
of 15 to 14. 

The obvious popularity of exemptions and the 
arguments in their favor indicate that city ad- 
ministrators will have to face this issue if 
elaboration of the earnings tax is ever contem- 
plated, But at the present rate—or even at the 
maximum rate of 1 per cent allowed by fhe 
bill—it is a minor consideration compared with 
the city’s revenue needs. After all, the earnings 
tax comes to much less than, say, the sales tax 
which is taken in stride. Further there is 
nothing arbitrary about the rejection of the 
Pentland proposal. Under changed conditions, 
it can always be considered by the Aldermen,

Boulder Shows the Way 

Out in Boulder, Colo., the citizens did not 
wait to hear from the President's press con- 
ference. They did not wait for Mr. Eisenhower 
to dismiss Adlai E. Stevenson's description of the 
split Republican party as “nonsense” and at the 
same time warn the G.O.P. against “splitting 
apart and going in three or four directions at 
once.” They did not wait for the President 
to praise Senator Flanders for a speech in 
which the Vermonter said that Senator McCar- 
thy is doing his best to “shatter” the Republican 
party. They did not wait for Senator Ferguson 
and his colleagues to offer seven “guides” for 
investigating committees, They did not wait for 
the blowup between Senator Symington of Mis- 
sduri and Wisconsin's junior Senator. Out in 
Boulder the citizens have done something on 
their own. 

What they have done is this: They have taken 
a full newspaper page of the Boulder Daily 
Camera. On it they have printed a public letter 
to President Eisenhower to which they have 
signed their names—300 and more strong. De- 
scribing themselves as “Republicans, Democrats 
and Independents,” they say they “are as much 
opposed to Communism as is Senator McCar- 
thy,” but that they are convinced that he “is 
undermining the ideals and traditions of Ameri- 
can Constitutional Government.” Their case 
against him is that he is: 

1. Challenging the leadership of the 
President of the United States, both as 
head of the executive branch of our Gov- 
ernment and ag Commander-in-Chief of our 
armed forces. 

2. Undermining the morale of our armed 
forces by attacking the Secretary of the 
Army, and his military staff, and by so do- 
ing arousing the indignation of every per- 
son who wears or has worn the uniform 
of our country. 

3. Embarrassing and hampering the State 
Department in its efforts to carry out our 
foreign policy. 

4. Damaging public confidence in our 
Government, weakening faith in our demo- 
cratic process, and creating everywhere an, 
atmosphere of fear and suspicion, 

Then these Boulder citizens say that, irre- 
spective of party, “We believe that a positive 
stand will continue to be desperately needed. 
We believe that there can be no compromise 
with the fundamental ideals of American de- 
mocracy. We believe that this is the time, Mr. 
President, to eliminate the tactics of Senator 
McCarthy; and we pledge our full support to 
your efforts te do so.” 

This strong stand for principle at the grass 
roots ought to go a long way toward encourag- 
ing the.President to say what must have been 
on his tongue a thousand times in the last sev- 
eral weeks. If the “Boulder plan” spreads, as 


it may very well do, perhaps the party politicians 
will catch on to the fact that the alleged “asset” 
has now become a plain liability. 
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Strong for Tax Cuts 

The negar-unanimity with which the House 
of Representatives passed the excise tax Dill 
over the opposition of the Administration tells 
only half the story. In addition to slashing ex- 
cises by almost a billion dollars, the Republican 
majority decided at the last minute to go along 
with a Democratic move to cut another billion 
one year from now. ;' 

So strong was the ‘tax-cutting sentiment in 
both parties that the Administratién chose not 
to fight the bill in the House; it will hope to 
knock out some of the tax cuts, and perhaps the 
automatic application of others a year hence, 
in the Senate. 

It is not surprising that the House, all of 
whose members must face election this fall, 
should harbor the strongest opposition to the 
Administration’s tax program. But in this case 
the members are citing economic justifications 
for following the politically expedient course. 

With unemployment still rising, a strong case 
can be made for excise tax reductions, which 
may act like price reduction’ in stimulating 
business in certain lines. Some economists who 
do not have to run for re-election—notably Sum- 
ner Slichter of Harvasd—have urged even great- 
er reductions than those voted by the House. 

These considerations will no doubt be per- 
suasive in the Senate as they were in the House. 
Meanwhile the lower chamber will have to face 
them again when it considers the Administra- 
tion’s tax reform bill next week. 

President Eisenhower's decision to speak to 
the public within the next week on taxes evi- 
dently means tliat the White House considers 
strong action necessary to forestall a rise in 
exemptions. Yet the same reasons—political and 
economic—which impelled the House to cut ex- 
cise taxes impel it to grant an individual tax 
relief that’ will increase purchasing power and 
stimulate business. Indeed if the House was 
correct in cutting excises, it would also be cor- 
rect in raising exemptions, 

Here is where a crystal-ball would come in 
mighty handy. Will the national economy get 
well without tax cuts? Anybody who could an- 
swer that question could answer definitively 
the tax question, 
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Eight From Missouri and Illinois 
Eight Congressmen from Missouri and down- 
state Illinois stood against the bill to recruit 
Mexicans for farm labor in this country without 
Mexico’s consent.

Still to Go in Drouth Relief 


Despite some playing of politics with drouth- 
relief on both sides, the Legislature has now 
passed about half of Gov. Donnelly’s supple- 
mental program. It has enabled the State to 
use the $1,600,000 contributed by the Federal 
Government as an addition to the $6,500,000 al- 
ready appropriated by the Legislature, instead 
of as a partial offset, in paying freight on hay. 

There still remains the matter of a $2,000,000 
additional state appropriation which the Gov- 
ernor requested in his message at the opening of 
the special session. About that sum a difference 
of opinion has developed. The two big farm 
organizations in Missouri are on opposing sides. 

The Missouri Farm Bureau Federation takes 
the position that the amount already at hand 
may prove sufficient. The Missouri Farmers’ 
Association supports the view of Agriculture 
Commissioner Carpenter that the $1,600,000 ad- 
dition already authorized will hardly more than 
finance the hay program to date, 

Surely it should be possible to settle this dif- 
ference of opinion on the basis of the facts. 
The Farm Bureau Federation's representative, 
Warren Fuqua of Columbia, for example, has 
charged abuses of the program, but has de- 
clined to cite specific instances in support of 
his contention. It is not so much Mr. Fuqua’s 
opinion that is wanted here as the facts. 

The attorney for the Missouri Farmers’ As- 
sociation, A. D. Sappington, says that with all 
the existing appropriation spent or committed, 
pending claims total $200,000 more than the 
new funds. Does not that one fact demonstrate 
that additional funds are required? 

The Legislature’s duty is to determine what 
is the straight of it, and to act accordingly. 
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First You Catch a Starling 

From our esteemed contemporary, the Chicago 
Daily Tribune, we learn that two zoologists at 
Pennsylvania State College “think they have 
figured out how to run the starlings out of 
town.” They claim, so the Tribune reports, that 
they have reduced State College's starling pop- 
ulation from 12,000 to 200, Here is how they 
went about it: 

To start with they caught themselves one 
starling (whether they first applied salt to its 
tail the Tribune is unable to report). Then they 
held the bird upside down by its legs and shook 
it vigorously. This induced the captive starling 
to complain loudly. Interpreting the raucous 
squeaking as “the starling distress cry,” the 
zoologists made a tape recording of this call 
for 20 seconds. That was long enough because 
the noise became repetitive. 

(Now follow closely for the men of science 
advance rapidly from this point.) They repeat 
the 20 seconds of distress call time after time 
on tape until they have a recording an hour 
long. They get a sound truck. They amplify the 
recording up to a level of 120 decibels, and that, 
announces the Tribune in a helpful aside, is 
“louder than the noise of an airplane engine.” 
Then they turn the sound against the starlings 
in their favorite roosts three evenings in a row 
for an hour and a half. The starlings cannot take 
their own noise and by the end of thé third 
ear-washing give Penn State College up as no 
place for any self-respecting starling. 

Does the Tribune hail the pair of zoologists 
as benefactors of mankind? Not at all, Saying 
that others who are plagued by starlings must 
answer whether it is easier to take the starlings 
or their recorded distress calls, the Tribune 
laments: “Apparently nothing is simple any 
more, including a choice of this sort.” And wi 
that the Tribune leaves the subject, its mind 
still not made up. 

We have no such difficulty in making a choice. 
Let’s have the 120 decibels three evenings in a 
row—and the sooner the better. With just a 
little advance co-ordination the civil defense 
heads could probably hold air raid drills at the 
same time and thus kill two birds with one blest.

How to Lose Prestige in Europe

Distinguished news commentator asks correspondents to sum up 
effect on Allies of Senator McCarthy's skirmish with United 
States Army; reactions range from plain disgust to fear of 
fascism; press abroad sees damage to America’s reputation. 


Edward R. Murrow in a News Commentary on the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 


I cabled four of our correspondents in 
Europe, asking them to summarize re- 
action in the countries where they are 
stationed to Senator McCarthy’s recent 
actions. Their cables are here in front 
of me. Permit me to quote from some 
of these cables. The first one comes 
from David Schoenbrun in Paris. 


“‘Senator McCarthy and Marilyn 
Monroe Attack United States Army on 
Two Fronts,’ is the headline feature 
piece from Washington in Paris influ- 
sential Le Monde tonight. Their corre- 
spondent cabled: ‘The spectacle pre- 
sented by McCarthy committee is sheer 
buffoonery.’ And the correspondent 
concludes: ‘Despite protests, Senator 
McCarthy will con- 
tinue to exercise 
his talents, for, in 
fact, a large part 


of the American 
Administration, in- 
cluding Secretary 


Stevens and the 
unfortunate Gen. 
Zwicker, them- 
selves approve the 
general line aad 
objectives of Mc- 
Carthy, reserving 
their criticism only 
for his methods’.” 
Schoenbrun Says: 
“This is the general Edward R. Murrow 
tenor of French 
observation about McCarthy, and most 
French believe this is a serious error 
on the part of Americans. They don't 
think a line can be drawn between 
objectives and methods, particularly 
when methods, as in‘the McCarthy case, 
are so spectacular and destructive that 
they obviously achieve objectives far 
removed from the avowed one. 


On Burning Down the Barn . 


“Tt’s a case of burning down the barn 
to catch a rat, one French editor told 
me, pointing out that it’s ridiculous to 
say you approve rat-catching, although 
you deplore the fact that the barn 
burned down. You can’t separate the 
two, any more than you can say that 
you approved Hitler’s aims while de- 
ploring his uncouth methods. Hitler's 
aims may have been to eradicate Com- 
munism in Germany and destroy the 
Soviet Union, but what his methods did 
in fact accomplish was to eradicate de- 
mocracy in Germany and destroy France 
and not Russia.” 


And Schoenbrun concludes: “French 
Government officials and legislators 
refuse on-the-record comments, feeling 
they have no right to express opinions 
on American domestic politics. But all, 
without exception, express privately 
consternation at the loss of American 
prestige among masses of people here, 
leading to serious doubts about the au- 
thority and constancy of American 
policy. 


Vienna’s Reaction to McCarthy 


“One French statesman told me: ‘T 
hope you won't make too much of 
French criticism of McCarthy, because 
you will be sure to make him a hero 
back home if we attack him’.” 


The second cable comes from Howard 
K. Smith in London and he says: “The 
British happen to be acutely alarmed 
at Senator McCarthy presently, as their 
concern for the demoralization of the 


United States Army, whereon all free - 
Europe depends, coincides with the first - 
_ close-up experience of one of the Sen- 


ator’s investigations.” And th says 
that in a TV program scheduled months 
ago, a former MP, Aden Crawley, night 
before last, narrated shots of McCarthy 
questioning Reed Harris, and the press 
reacted to what they term ‘the smear- 
and-run methods’ with disgust, with a 


disgust that one feels examining crea- 
tures on the ‘moist underside of a gar- 
den rock for the first time. 


“The News Chronicle eorrespondent 
in London says: ‘It’s one thing to read 
about ‘a witch-hunt and quite another 
to see it at close quarters, It’s not very 
pretty but it’s very instructive.’ 


Smith’s cable continues: “The Sen- 
ator’s assault on the Army alarms a 
wide range of press. The Conservative 
Evening News today says: ‘Were this 
merely a domestic scandal in a friendly 
country, no comment would be called 
for. But, clearly, it’s a matter of princi- 
ple which concerns all who want to both 
maintain freedom and order in the 
democratic society and to fight Com- 
munism.’ 


British Alarm Over Army Morale 


“And the Conservative Daily Tele- 
graph says: ‘Even the most understand- 
ing friends of America abroad find it 
hard to preserve a sense of balance 
about activities epitomized in the name 
of Senator McCarthy. His attacks on 
America’s allies, notably the ‘blood 
trade’ business, the smearing of Britain, 
have produced something worse .than 
irritation. World Communism couldn't 
ask for richer ore than pours into its 
propaganda machine every time Sen- 
ator McCarthy makes an utterance’.” 


There’s another cable, from Alex 
Kendrick in Vienna, in which he says: 
“It must be trite by now to recall that 
this part of Europe was responsible for 
Hitler and saw Naziism come to power 
in the guise of an anti-Communist cru- 
sade. Yet, just for that reason people 
here who have been pushed around for 
20 years, first by their own native 
fascists and then by Hitler and then by 
the Russians, have come to dislike those 
who do the pushing, especially when 
it's. to the detriment of democratic 
processes and government.” 


Kendrick Says: “That sums up the 
attitude hereabout toward McCarthv. 
He is not regarded as an international 
threat, like Hitler proved, but as one of 
the primary reasons for the serious loss 
of American prestige in an area where 
such prestige is important because we 
are face to face with the Communists 
and deal with them every day.” Kend- 
rick says: “It gets discouraging to have 
Austrians offer you condolences about 
the loss of your democratic traditions.” 

And Kendrick concludes ‘his cable 
by saying: “Army officers are supposed 
to be nonpolitical, but the general feel- 
ing among headquarters officers here is 
to blame Eisenhower for not standing 
up to what McCarthy is trying to do to 
the Army, which, after all, as one senior 
officer said: ‘It isn’t only our Army, but 
it’s supposed to be his army too.’”

Between Book Ends 


Trials of the Presidency 


THE AMERICAN PRESIDENT, by Sidney Hyman, 
(Hafper & Bros., 342 pgs., $4.) 


The voluminous literature about the 
presidency of the United States has a 
new addition which the publishers, ac- 
cording to the dust jacket, believe to 
be “the most valuable book yet writ- 
ten” in this field. Sidney Hyman’s 
“The American President” is, undoubt- 
edly, a good book, but it is not defini- 
tive, it is not complete, and it is not 
the best. 


The author has been identified closely 
with the Democratie party for a mumber 
of years. He was a helper in Adlai 
Stevenson’s governorship campaign in 
1948, an assistant to Senator Douglas, 
director of research of the Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Memorial Foundation, and 
a personal campaign staff member with 
Stevenson in the 1952 presidential race. 
Hyman does a fair job in keeping his 
preferences out of the book, though 
perhaps his incompetents are more 
often Republicans and his heroes more 
often Democrats. 


This study of the presideney con- 
tains some valuable insights. Hyman 
emphasizes the value of public rela- 
tions sense on the President’s part; in 
fact, he overemphasizes this point by 
insisting that the real differentiation 
between strong and weak Presidents is 
the capacity to manage ... “the slip- 
pery imponderables of public opinion.” 

This is an Oversimplification, but the 
Significance of the idea is readily ap- 
parent, when Hyman points out the 
need for each President to dévelop a 
“pro-tem majority in Congress com- 
posed of members of both parties with 
a substantial popular backing through- 
out the country.” Mr. Eisenhower should 
be able to testify vigorously in support 
of this proposition. 

Another aspect of the presidency, 
often overlooked, is the simple impos- 
sibility of pleasing everyone. The pre- 
dicament is well sketched: “If he leads, 
he is a dictator. If he follows, he is a 
weakling. If he appoints old friends to 
high places, he governs by crony. If 
he gets rid of them when they prove 
unequal to their new places, he ‘uses’ 
people, If he speaks directly to the 
nation, he is a demagogue. If he waits 
for a proper moment to disclose bits 
of news, he withholds vital informa- 
tion a free people must have if it is to 
make wise decisions. And so on.” 


There is an interesting analysis of 
several current electoral reform pro- 
posals of which Hyman generally dis- 
approves. Later, he defends the con- 
vention method of presidential candi- 
date selection although he would amend 
the present system by initiating a na- 
tional preferential primary. 


Although not footnoted, the book is 
well filled with historical references, 
testimony to the author’s efforts. For 
the interested citizen, it will be profit- 
able reading.

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Strong Pressure on Churchill 
To Retire in Next Few Months 


DONDON, March 11 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Churchill is un- 
der- strong pressure to retire 
within the next few months. 

His wife and doctors have 
joined in urging the old war- 
rior to step down, persons in a 
position to know said today. 

Some Conservative party : 
warts are saying that Churchill, 
79 years old, must turn over the 
helm soon to his heir-apparent, 
66-year-old Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden. They argue the 
voters must get used to Eden as 
Prime Minister if:the Conserva- 
tives are to win the general 
elections to be held before Octo- 
ber 1956. 

There is no expectation that 
Churchill will fight in another 
election as Prime Minister. 

Lady Churchill, 68, has asked 
him to spend more time doing 
the things he likes—painting in 
the country, playing with his 
grandchildren and reminiscing 
over cigars and brandy with old 
cronies. 

Churchill has been confronted 
also by the warnings of his phy- 
siciang that the premiership is 
too much for any man in his 
eightieth year. Even so, Church- 
ill appears to be in relatively 
good health despite his illness 
of a year ago, when doctors or- 
dered him to rest. 

There is speculation Church- 
ill will hand his resignation to 
Queen Elizabeth II after she re- 
turns from her commonwealth 
tour in May. | 


Some say Churchill will keep 
his seat in Parliament after re- 
signing and will make occasional 
speeches in the role of an elder 
statesmen.

LONDON, March 11—Results 
of a by-election provided more 
evidence today of the rising 
popularity of the Conservative 


party. 

They also strengthened the 
possibility that Prime Minister 
Churchill will dissolve Parlia- 
ment and call new elections for 
October almost simultaneously 
with an announcement of his ex- 
pected retirement from office. 


Capt. Henry Kerby, Conserva- 
tive candidate for a seat in the 
House of Commons, polled 24,- 
857 votes in Tuesday’s election. 
His Laborite opponent, Mrs. 
Margaret Reid, received 11,420 
in the Arundel and Shoreham 
division of West Sussex. The 
Conservative who won in 1951 
and resigned recently because 
of illness received 67.37 per cent 
of the total vote. His successor 
raised the percentage this week 
to 68.52. 

The result reflects a general 
trend in various parts of the 
country where recent by-elec- 
tions disclosed successive in- 
creases of Conservative strength 
at the expense of the Labor 
party.

CLEAR CURRAN IN 
RACEWAY DEAL 


New York Secretary of 
State Held to Have 
Done Nothing Illegal 


or Improper. 


NEW YORK, March 11 (AP)— 
A special investigating commis- 
sion has cleared Republican Sec- 
retary of State Thomas J. Cur- 
ran of any wrongdoing in a $10,- 
000 Yonkers raceway legal deal. 


The Moreland Act Commission 
loo’ing into the scandal-ridden 
harness racing industry also ab- 
solved Curran of any taint of 
hidden ownership in the profit- 
able Westchester county track. 


“There was nothing illegal, un- 
ethical or improper,” said a 
unanimous commission _ state- 
ment yesterday on Curran’s con- 
duct. Two of the four commis- 
sioners are Democrats. , 

It was the first time the five- 
months-old commission passed 
judgment on a political witness 
although a number of G.O.P. 
state bigwigs have been mixed 


harness track industry. 

The investigators today 
cleared three more state em- 
ployes—one an appointee of 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey—of any 
impropriety. 

The three were holders of 
relatively small amounts of 
trotitng track stock. One was 
John L. Schoenfeld of New 
York, a Dewey appointee on a 
cgmmission which inspects pris- 
ons. Another was A. C. Silver- 
man of Syracuse, a clinical pro- 
fessor in a state medical school 
and the third an inspeetor for 
the alcoholic beverage control 
board, George D. Thomas of 
Lynbrook.

Curran had been on a hot spot 
since last week when he testi- 
fied he collected $10,000 for in- 
troducing a Yonkers harness pro- 
moter to William F. Bleakley, 
Westchester county Republican 
leader. Bleakley had a race track 
to sell and Yonkers raceway 
wanted it. 

Gov. Dewey, who appointed 
the Manhattan Republican lead- 
er Secretary of State in 1943, 
had kept mum on whether Cur- 
ran would be fired. 

However, Curran got permis- 
sion to return before the com- 
mission yesterday to enlarge on 
his pervious testimony. He 
said he had done nothing wrong, 
whatever the bare facts count. 
ed like. 

He said his law firm did con- 
siderable work for its $10,000 
fee and that his share was only 
about $2000. 

“I was brought into the mat- 
ter for no political reason what- 
ever,” Curran swore. 

Bleakley was an old friend of 
his, Curran explained, and for 
that reason Algam Corp. called 
on him during a touchy bit of 
negotiating in 1948 to buy the 
old Empire City flat track and 
convert it to trotting. 

“Judge Bleakley might give a 
break—all things considered— 
to the man he knew,” was the 
way Curran described the mo- 
tive behind his participation in 
the deal.

On Tuesday, a respected Re- 
publican member of the Senate, 
Ralph E, Flanders, of Vermont, 
publicly rebuked Senator Mc- 
Carthy_on the floor of the upper 
chamber. And President Eisen- 
hower told his press conference 
yesterday that he agrees in gen- 
eral with the Flanders speech.... 

Senator Flanders has _ per- 
formed a valuable service for 
his party and the nation by at- 
tempting to put McCarthyism 
into better perspective. ... He 
has recognized—as Edward R. 
Murrow put it during a fine doc- 
umentary telecast Tuesday eve- 
ning—that “this is no time for 
men who oppose Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s methods to keep silent. 

He has shown the courage 
of his convictions. 

Washington Post: The real 
issue posed by McCarthyism 
is one of moral principle 
that goes far beyond the for- 
tunes of the Republican party.

Nevertheless, following all the 
confusion of the degrading 
events of the past three weeks, 
it is important to record that 
the tourage at the abuses by 
Senator McCarthy has not been 
in vain.

But whether you choose potatoes 
and fish for breakfast or corned 
beef and cabbage for dinner as 
your gesture to St. Patrick’s day, 
you will find that your wishes 
were anticipated in the markets. 

Many stores will offer a fine 
assortment of corned beef at 
prices which are well within 
reason. And, of course, you have 
the whole Lenten array of fish 
from which to make your 
choice. 

Don’t forget to jot down on 
your marketing list some lime 
gelatin from which to make a 
salad or dessert, some pickles 
or olives, an avocado, some 
green peppers, chives or water- 
cress for garnishes, and perhaps 
a bottle of green food coloring 
with which to add to the fun. Let 
yourself go, and don’t feel that 
it is childish to make a fuss 
over the holiday. It is a sound 
idea to break the monotony of 
day-to-day living by remember- 
ing flow much happiness has 
been added to life with fanciful 
tales of “the little people” and 
legendary lore of this charm- 
ing land.

Sweet potatoes are plentiful 
and of very good quality, and 
it is interesting to note that 
some of the homegrown Nancy 
Golds are coming out of ‘hiding 
in farmers’ basements and _ be- 
ing offered for sale. Rather 
surprisingly, after a winter in 
hiding they are of excellent 
quality. 

There is one vegetable we 
hope you all will write down 
on your list this week—and that 
is celery. It is so good and so 
cheap that it is a shame not 
to make full use of it. In addi- 
tion to using it on the relish 
tray, serve it stewed — perhaps 
combined with green beans or 
carrots, 

You needn't hesitate about 
buying corn — the quality has 
improved considerably this past 
week, and prices are in line. 
Eggplant is still reasonable, and 
cauliflower is an excellent buy. 
Broccoli .(mostly from Califor- 
nia) is very reasonable, as are 
carrots. There are more plenti- 
ful supplies of beets, many with 
nice fresh tops that might be 
used as greens. 


Corned Beef-Cabbage Team 


The traditional. “boiled dinner” of corned beef and cabbage for St. Patrick’s day makes a 
satisfying meal, Dress up the cured brisket with a brown sugar glaze and a clove or two for 
decoration, and this wholesome appealing dish becomes fare for a supper party. 


[: THERE is even the tiniest 


Isle, this is a fine time to salute 


Irish or not, the traditional 
“boiled dinner” of corned beef 
and cabbage for St, Patrick’s 
day. makes a very Satisfying 
meal. Corned beef, you know, 
is actually beef brisket that has 
been cured. Whether you plan to 
serve it hot or cold, it is pre- 
pared by cooking in liquid, and 
it is important that you use 
a deep, heavy utensil. The meat 
should be. completely covered 
with water. Also, make sure 
that the cover fits closely so 
that the moisture cannot escape. 
As is true in preparing a 
stew, the liquid in the kettle 
should be kept at a simmering 
temperature, and never allowed 
to boil. When boiled, the meat 
becomes stringy and loses much 
of its good flavor. Also, food 
value is lost to the liquid. Three 
pounds of corned beef brisket 
will need to cook slowly for 
three hours at the very least and 
probably longer; four pounds 
should simmer gently for at 
least four hours, or until ten- 
der. We repeat, do not boil. 

Incidentally, homemakers with 
small families will be especially 
interested in a new-fashioned 
packaging of this old-fashioned 
favorite. The corned beef bris- 
kets, cut in two- to four-pound 
pieces to suit your needs, are 
packaged in a neat transparent 
wrapping which seals in the 
flavor and quality of the bris- 
ket and keeps the meat fresher. 

There are many ways of serv- 
ing corned beef. You might 
slice it and arrange it on a plat- 
ter around a head of cooked 
cabbage. Serve with tomato 
aspic, rye bread and a peach 
cobbler. 

For a family supper,’ arrange

LIVERPOOL, ,, England, March 
11 (AP)—Deliberate damage to 
the electrical wiring of the 1700- 
ton British destroyer Urania 
was disclosed last night. 

Wiring in several parts of the 
vessel was cut, apparently with 
a hacksaw. Security officers 
were called to investigate. 

More than 17 sabotage inci- 
dents have been reported aboard 
British naval vessels during the 
last nine months. The damage 
has been minor, however, and 
naval authorities blame it on a

ming from discontent among 
crewmen.

Chinese Cooks Know a Lot of Tricks  |2& te #0 
For Instance, Try Roast Duck Called Shui Ap, or Lobster Cantonese

HERE are probably more 
false impressions abounding 
on the subject of Chinese 
and Japanese food than that of 
any other nation. There are two 
favorite theories. One is that the 
orientals live on nothing but 
rice, eating bowls of rice yo 
times a day. Another is that 
there is just no telling what they 
won't eat, a theory which causes 
many people to view a Chinese 
restaurant with dark suspicion. 
As I mentioned not long ago, 
even famous French chefs have 
said that’ oriental cooking be- 
gins where French cooking 
léaves off and the Chinese have 
much to offer, not only from the 


standpoint of the subtle blend- 


ing of flavors, but from that of 
nutrition. The Chinese were vit- 
amin conscious centuries before 


‘we ever heard of them. With 


instinctive wisdom they knew 
the nutritional value of green 
vegetables and wsed them 
judiciously, They «cooked them 
with great care to preserve 
color, flavor and nutrition. They 
learned long ago to cook vege- 
tables in a little hot water or 
oil, and only for a very short 
time. A _ vegetable is. never 
added to a Chinese broth until 
shortly before serving. 

They know a lot of tricks 
which result in distinctive flavor 
combinations, and they can do 
things with a roast duck that 
will make you think you never 
really tasted duck before. They 
call it Shui Ap, and: they start 
with one lean duck weighing 
six to seven pounds. 

After the duck hag been 
cleaned, washed and drained, it 
is scalded with boiling water 
two or three times and drained 
and dried. Two tablespoons of 
green, minced onion tops are 
then mixed with two cloves of 
finely minced garlic, a table- 
spoon of brown bean sauce, a 
teaspoon of seasoning powder, 
a teaspoon of ground cinnamon, 
a tablespoon of brown sugar, a 
crushed anise seed; two tea- 
spoons of sherry, an eighth of a 
teaspoon of white pepper and 
one and a fourth teaspoons of 
salt. js 

When all this is well mixed 
a cup of chicken stock is stirred 
in, then it is all put in a pot and 
allowed to boil one minute. 
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THE CHINESE ARE NOTED FOR BEING ABLE TO TAKE A LITTLE OF 
THIS AND A LITTLE OF THAT, AND A LOT OF DIFFERENT SEASON. 
INGS, AND TURNING OUT EXQUISITE DISHES. 


Now back to the bird. The 
neck is tied with a string and the 
hot liquid is poured into 
the duck. The opening is then 
sewed up and the duck is coated 
with a liquid made by mixing a 
tablespoon of honey with one and 
a half tablespoons of soya sauce 
and a tablespoon of cold water. 
Every part of the duck is rubbed 
well. It is then roasted in a hot 
oven for about 45 minutes, then 
uncovered and turned on its side 
to become brown and crisp. It is 
basted with its own liquid. Serve 
it at once, cutting it up right 
through the bones with fowl 
shears.

HE Chinese are noted for be- 
ing able to take a little of 
this and a little of that, and 

a lot of different seasonings, and 


turning out exquisite dishes. A 
good example is chicken with 
mushrooms and vegetables, the 
chief ingredient of which is just 
a pound of chicken breast, fresh- 
ly cooked and thinly sliced. 


Heat two teaspoonfuls of pea- 
nut oil or fat in a pan and fry 
therein a third of a cup of thin- 
Iy sliced water chestnuts, the 
same amount of thinly sliced 
bamboo shoots and the same of 
thinly sliced celery. Also, two 
thirds of a cup of shredded chi- 
nese cabbage and a third of a 
cup of canned button mushrooms 
(or preferably canned Chinese 
mushrooms.) Fry this mixture 
briskly but for not more than 
three minutes. 


Then add a teaspoon and a 
half of sugar, an eighth of a tea- 


spoon of pepper, half a teaspoon 
of seasoning powder, one and a 
fourth teaspoons of salt, and mix 
it all together. Follow this with 
a cup and a half of chicken stock. 
Put it on the fire again and let 
it come to a boil, then add two 
and a half teaspoons of corn 
starch mixed with a fourth of a 
cup of cold water. Let it all boil 
two or three minutes and then 
serve it very hot, along with the 
sliced chicken. 


~*~ * * 
LTHOUGH the Chinese 
don’t live on a diet of noth- 
ing but rice, that grain, along 

with seafood, is one of their 
staples. If you want to know 
what they can do with a lobster, 
try Lobster Cantonese: 

Put two tablespoons of oil in 
a heavy frying pan and fry @ 
clove of garlic with a teaspoon 
of salt and a little pepper. Take 
out the garlic. Now put half a 
pound of pork through a grinder 
and mix it in a bowl with a 
tablespoon of bamboo shoots and 
a like amount of minced water 
chestnuts and chopped green 
onion. Add a little salt and pep- 
per. Mix it well. 

Boil two medium lobsters for 
five minutes, split them length- 
wise leaving the shells on, and 
then crosswise into one anda 
half inch pieces. Mix the lobster 
with the pork meat and put in 
the pan. Pour on a cup of chick- 
en bouillon and cook it over a 
medium flame, tightly covered, 
for 10 minutes. Then add an 
egg, slightly beaten, and stir it 
all up and cook for two minutes. 
Now blend a tablespoon of corn- 
starch, a teaspoon of soy sauce 
and a fourth of a cup of water, 
add this and cook until the 
sauce thickens.

HERE will be rice in some 

form in most Chinese din- 

ners, and here is a particu- 
larly delicious recipe for fried 
rice. Fry two eggs until firm 
in three tablespoons of oil with 
salt and pepper to taste, and 
then cut the fried eggs into 
shreds. Add a good sized can of 
mushrooms and two tablespoons 
of chopped onions. Cook it all 
for five minutes. 

Now add four cups of cooked, 
cold rice, two tablespoons of soy 
sauce and half a teaspoon of 
sugar. Mix it all and heat it well 
in the skillet. You'll be sur- 
prised.

Avoiding Rough Finishes. 


SLOW carrier pigeon has 
A brouene us word that some 

of our readers are not hav- 
ing the sort of results in wood 
finishing that they would like to 
expect. The chief complaint 
seems to be that after sanding 
the wood smooth and applying 
the finish, the finish dries out 
very much on the rough side. 


This condition can be due to 
one of three or four major 
omissions. The first, of course, 
is not’ getting the wood really 
smooth. A wood surface can 
fee] smooth to the hand and still 
be very much on the rough side. 
It is best to finish your sanding 
with a No. 0000 sandpaper, If 
you wish to play very safe, 
dampen the surface and when it 
is dry, sand again.- If this rou- 
tine is repeated several times 
you'll end up with a surface 
about as smooth as glass. 


If you are working with woods 
having an open grain you've got 
to fill up the pores in the wood 
with a filler before applying the 
finish. If you don’t, the finish 
will flow into the wood pores 
and produce a rough surface. 


When several coats of finish 
are applied, you should sand 
each coat down lightly after it is 
completely hard. If you fai] to 
do this, little high spots in the 
first coat will be exaggerated by 
the second coat and so forth. 


Many rough surfaces are due 
to nothing more than dust and 
dirt either on the wood or in the 
air. Before applying a finish be 
sure that the work has been 
dusted clean and don’t try to 
apply a really good finish in the 
same room where you do wood- 
working. Chances are that there 
is enough sawdust floating 
around to ruin the best applied 
finish.

She’s going to manage him, 
one way or another, and I think it’s very desirable for all 
concerned that she manage him in a humane and effective 
way, rather than attempting to muddle through the re- 
sponsibility with crude and perhaps brutal methods. 

If you want to manage a husband, you'll have to begin 

by learning how to manage yourself. You'll have to operate 
on an adult level. If you try to meet adult problems (and 
I insist that a husband is an adult problem) with the 
emotional equipment appropriate to a child, you'll bungle 
the job. 
_ You can’t succeed by having a tantrum, as you perhaps 
did when you were three years old. You can’t succeed by 
running home to mama, as you perhaps did when you 
were five years old. But a good many wives still try to 
manage the home by such tactics, don’t they? 
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IF YOU HAVE really grown up emotionaly you will 
be recognized by self-knowledge, self-control, and unselfish- 
ness. Cultivate those. Then you are ready to begin to 
manage your husband successfully and you'll find these 
measures advisable: 

1. Make out a budget. This should include an allow- 
ance for each of you. A reasonable budget agreed on and 
lived up to, will prevent a lot of squabbles and insure 
each of you a square deal. 


2. Have a family councfl regularly, say once a week, 
to plan for things to be done. Don’t use this as a time 
to air complaints and criticisms, however. 


3. Take one evening a month for the latter. Write 
down each day the things you don’t like, the grievances 
you want to air. (Your husband will do the same.) Once 
a month go out to some quiet restaurant for a good dinner, 

-and after it is finished get out your lists and discuss them. 
By that time, incidentally, you'll find that 90 per cent of 
your grievances have settled themselves or, more fre- 
quently, aren't worth mentioning. You and your husband 
can discuss the remainder, calmly and usefully. You'll 
usually be able to agree on what you are going to do 
about them.

After a month of travel in the 
Soviet Union I still can’t quite 
piece together the story of con- 
tradiction—the genuine friend- 
liness of the ordinary people, 
and the ugly, anti-western prop- 
aganda that assails them on 
every side. By nature, the Rus- 
sians are a generous, simple 
people —as earthy as the soil 
from which most of them, peas- 
ant-stock, spring. The waitress 
who brings me breakfast worries 
because I go without lunch. I 
hardly step on to the street be- 


,fore a stranger stops me and 


tells me I'd better put a hat on 
or I'll catch cold. On a train 
going from Baku, in Azerbaijan, 
to Tiflis, in Georgia, an army 
major insisted that I share with 
him the cold roast chicken his 
wife had prepared. 

But when I attempted to re- 


with Russians in cafes and beer 
halls. We've traded drinks, we've 
sung songs together. But I've 
never been invited into a private 
home—no westerner has, since 
1946, when the deep freeze (or 
cold war) began. Strangely 
enough, I’ve experienced a re- 
action that every member of a 
diplomatic mission goes through. 
Whenever you meet a Russian 
who is too outgoing, too giving 
in his time and conversation, 
you cut him short. You worry 
about him, in case he says or 
does something that will arouse 
the doubts of his “loyal” com- 
patriots or the secret police. 
You feel he’s your responsibilty. 


As for the question of loyalty, 
it would be a grave mistake to 


eliminated. At least two genera- 
tions, all those under the age of 
40, know nothing but the line 
the government has seen fit to 
feed them. 


Even older Russians, who grew 
up under the czars and Okhrana 
or Cheka secret police, never 
knew freedom as it was prac- 
tised elsewhere, For centuries 
Russia has always had a version 
of the Iron Curtain that isolated 
the people and made them sus- 
picious of the west. According to 
an edict of 1948, Russian women 
are forbidden to marry western- 
ers (the few who recently re- 
ceived exit visas were married 
before 1948). But, as far back as 
the reign of Ivan the Terrible, in 
the sixteenth century, women 
were forbidden to marry foreign- 
ers, ‘“‘lest they be carried into 
bondage.” 


I've been followed only a few 
times that I'm aware of—in Tif- 
lis, in such a clumsy fashion that 
it was almost ludricious and late- 
ly in Moscow. Now that I’m get- 
ting ready to leave the Soviet 
Union, the police are making 
their routine check—to see if 
I’ve established personal contact 
with any Russians. You know 
that incoming and outgoing mail 
is read by censors (the envelope 
is steamed open, and then glued 
back—but not too subtly.) 

Since policing is normal to 
them, the Russians are unaware

Instead of 
the eager confidences they used 
to pour into sympathetic, deeply 
interested ears, there is aloof- 
ness, polite silences, with- 
drawals of many former inti- 
macies. Feeling shut out and 
longing to know what is going 
on in the lives of their children,

WANT to save 
their children struggle, heart- 
ache and failure; that they can- 
not do and at the same time al- 
low them to gather experience, 
strength of character and a 
firm purpose in life.

To make this period of adjust- 
ment easier for both parents 
and children, the relationship 
between them must be set early. 
The children must be trained 
then into a close relationship 
with father and mother. 

If a father leaves the children 
to their mother without ever 
taking time to become  ac- 
‘quainted with them, he will not 
be able to become his children’s 
friend and confidant when they 
are adolescents. 

If mother is too busy to listen, 
too far away from her youth to 
understand and to sympathize 
with the joys, the griefs and 
the hopes of the children from 
“little up”—well, she will not 
and hearts of her children when 
they are merging into maturity.
